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APPLES. 


My apple trees are, grown by grafting long scions on apple roots 
grown on my own grounds. This is the method that experience has 
shown to produce the best trees. The varieties are the hardiest and 
most valuable for this climate, and all trees are absolutely true to 
name. 

All trees should be planted firmly in well prepared ground. Db 
not expect a tree to do well where a hill of corn will not gi'ow and 
mature well. I make the the uniform price on apple of per 100 and 
allow the customer to make his own selection of varieties and sizes 
of trees. I have all sizes of most sorts up to six feet above ground 
when planted. 

SUMMER TARIETIES. 

Duchess — Hardy and an early and abundant bearer and good 
cooker. 

Yellow Transparent — Earliest and best best eating, fruit white and 
juicy. 

Tetofsky — A choice early apple for cooking and eating. 

Red Transparent— Like Yellow Transparent, but striped with red 
and the tree is less inclined to blight. 

FALL TARIETIES 

Wealthy — The most valuable of all the apples for this section. 
Hardy and a rapid grower. Fruit red, juicy and delicious. 

Longfleld — Very early and abundant bearer of choice eating apples. 

Patten’s Greening — Very hardy, an abundant bearer of large, fiat, 
green fruit of best cooking quality. 

Eastman — A seedling of Fameuse that will rival Wealthy in size, 
appearence and value. 

Wolf River^ — The largest apple grown. Bright red and showy. Hardy. 

Sugar Loaf — A new sweet apple of choice quality and bears young.
